Dspite Hostile Statements of Turks, London Officials 


Portsmouth. N.H., Sept. 26—A wireless message picked up 
here this afternoon from the 1'nited States cruiser Camden, at 
the scene of the Kinking of the United States submarine S-51 last 
night, twenty miles east of-Clock Island, K.I., said: 

“Diver reports S-51 resting on keel, inclined to port. At¬ 
tempt to communicate with crew unsuccessful. large hole in 
port side abaft conning tower.” 

Newport, K.I.. Sept. 26—The position of the submarine S-15, 
sunk off Block Island last night in a collision with the steam¬ 
ship City of Home, was located to-day by Lieut. C. 8. Hawkins, 
piloting a seaplane, which had been flying over the vicinity of 
the disaster. The submarine lies in twenty-three fathoms of water.

Malone Made Get-away From Wilkinson Road Mental 
Hospital in Company With T. Sylvester Lynn on 
November 16, 1921; Vancouver Detectives Made 
Dramatic Arrest in Vancouver This Morning. 


Declare Mosul Dispute Will Not be Allowed .to Lead 
to War; Point Out Britain Asked League Arbitra 
tion and Turkey is Now Unwilling to Agree to Abide 


by Decision That Will be Made 


Savior Malone, hold-up man 


with John Sylvester Lynn, con¬ 
victed murderer, escaped from the Wilkinson Road Mental 
Hospital here od November 16, 1921, is once again in the hands of 
the police. 

After four years of liberty, Malone, alias Leo. H. Crenshaw, 
and now thirty-four years of age, was to-day placed under arreat 
in a rooming house at Vancouver. Detectives Alexander Imlah and 
Alfred Alcoa, of the Vancouver Police Department, were respon¬ 
sible for the arrest. Malone, who is considered a dangerous 
character, offered no resistance to the detectives as they entered 
his room early to-da^v in Vancouver. 


London, Sept. 26—Talk of war between Britain and Turkey 
is not regarded seriously by British Government officials. There 
will be no fight over Mosql, in their view, however excited a part 
of the press and some Turkish spokesmen may seem to be in an¬ 
ticipation of military acitivities in that part of the world. 

The British officials take the view that their hands are clean, 
so far as the Mosul incident is concerned. They point out that 
the argument is brtween a great power and a small one. The 
great power offered to submit the question to the arbitration of 
the League of Nations, which presumably ia the protector of small 
nationa and the guardian of their rights. Now the small power 
is unwilling to abide by the decisions of such an arbitrator. i

TURKISH STATEMENT

pared to enforce this claim In war¬ 
fare. 

This statement Is attributed to 
Tewflk llushdl Hey, head of the 
Turkish delegation to the Council of 
the League of Nationa. The corre¬ 
spondent of Tbs London Dally Ex¬ 
press in Geneva quotes the Turkish 
statesman as announcing it Is ths 
determination of his country to pos¬ 
sess that province In Mesopotamia, 
rich in oil lands, and to repudiate the 
Britlah claim that It must be given to 
the Kingdom of Irak. 

"If British troops enter the dis¬ 
puted territory they will be repulsed," 

Tewflk Is quoted as saying. 

When asked whether he considered 
a sort of state of war already existed 
between Turkey nnd Great Britain, 
hs replied vaguely: 

"Naturally we will repulse any In¬ 
vasion of Turkish territory. If you 
call that war." 

DANGERS DISCUSSED 

Fear of the tense situation over 
Mosul resulting in a clash at arms 
between Turkey and Great Britain 
frequently has been voiced both 
here and in Geneva, especially since 
the League of Nations on September 
19 passed to The Hague court cer¬ 
tain points Involved in the dispute.

DRAMATIC ESCAPE 

Haylor Malone made a dramatic 
escape from the Wilkinson Road 
Mental Hospital at 2 o’clock on ths 
morning of November 16. 1921, In 
company with John I.ynn, alias My I. 
vaster, alias Sylvester - Lynn, a murd¬ 
erer serving a life term. The two 
criminals made their get-away after 
overpowering John Walter, the night 
watchman. 

The escape of Malone Waa dra¬ 
matic. They Were all ready for their 
escape, having sawed through tha 
bars of the door of their cell, and 
knotted tholr blankets into ropes. 

Knowing that the night watchman 
appeared regularly at 2 a m. on hla 
rounds they waited his arrival be¬ 
hind the door, and m-hen John Walter, 
the watchman, appeared on his 
rounds they overpowered him. Walter 
was placed in a chair and roped In, 
being effectively gagged to prevent 
any outcry. Taking keys from the 
watchman, the criminals calmly 
completed their arrangements and 
let themselves out. 

Bdth men had a long record for 
crime and had previously effected 
jail escapee. 

Malone hna a long list of crimes 
to his record, among the more not¬ 
able being a 920,000 robbery with 
violence from at^Imperial Oil Com¬ 
pany messenger at Vancouver, com¬ 
mitted with great daring in 1920. In 
1912 and 1912 Malone was In trouble 
In Kansas, getting two abort terms 
there for theft of sums ranging from 
9500 to 91.000. In 1917 Malone waa 
arrested In Toronto for vagrancy, 
and remanded for deportation, clear¬ 
ing out of the city ahead of tha 
order.

Port Hope, Ont., Sept. 26.—'*1 have 
never been a believer in high tariff 
protection. My lack of belief in that 
doctrine it not duo to-any suddon 
conversion, but duo to my having 
approached tho problem many yeses 
ago so a student, and also my rota¬ 
tions to-day as a man of business. I 
think it is wrong." 

This declaration by Hon. Vincent 
Massoy, newly-appointed member of 
tho Federal Government without 
portfolio, was outstanding In Mr. 
Massey's opening campaign speech 
hero yesterday. 

"High protection I believe to be 
not In the Interests of this country," 
he said. "I believe the pendulum is 
swinging against high protection 
even in those countries having fhlgh 
tariffs, and I believe protection is 
peculiarly unfitted t«► Canada. It 
would imperil the ver f fabric of 
Confederation Itself." 

WESTERN VIEWS 

"I believe those who deliberately 
attempt to impose upon tbtt country 
a measure In face of determined and 
solid and unyielding apposition of 
2.000,000 people *In Utfee great pro¬ 
vinces are assuming a very great re¬ 
sponsibility whic{i makes one tremble 
for the consequences. We business 
men In the central provinces find It < 
difficult to get it out of our heads 
that the West Is not almply a market 
for ISaatMh g<».ds. hut a community 
with ideas of Its own. People talk as 
If there was something improper 
about ponccsslons to Western opin¬ 
ion In political life Not for one 
moment has too little tariff been the 
problem of Canada.

their determination to permit peace¬ 
ful methods to obtain in the set¬ 
tlement of international disputes, it 
might to be fairly simple for them 
to agree upon the League's original 
formula for dealing with a situation 
Such as that which has now arisen. 

, Turkey's attitude is bellicose to 
^ degree. Then why not recruit 
• League of Nations force, occupy 
Constantinople, and hold it as a 
hostage against its submission to 
Geneva’s order? This would cer¬ 
tainly bring the Angora Govern- 
fnent to its senses. It would avoid 
•n open rupture, for neither the 
League nor Great Britain can allow 
Turkey to snap her fingers and go 
fier own sweet way without an ef¬ 
fective form of protest—a protest 
that could mean only a reply of 
force to force.

With thirty-eeven to his credit In 12i 
games played, there la a chance that 
he will better that figure. 

Hornsby la unquestionably the 
greatest modern batsman, all thing* 
considered. However, he has a long 
way to go to beat some of the marks 
established by Cobb, who after twenty 
years of service ie still stepping fast. 

Players like Cobb and Hornsby 
come about once in every twenty-five 
years. Baseball mlsees such out¬ 
standing figures when they pass out 
of the game. 

Cobb, In twenty years as a big 
leaguer, has made 1,444 base hits for 
an average of .111. Only once has 
Cobb fallen below .100. That was In

That automobile tlrea will wear off J 
more than fifty times as rapidly on 
poor roads of certain types than they j 
will on the beat kinds of roads |e in¬ 
dicated by recent tests'made by a 
prominent rubber company. 

These tests have added a powerful 
argument for better roads and auto- 
mobile owners are continuing, 
through various channels, to seek 
.better highways with th# knowledge 
that bad roads and poor surfaoes are 
poor economy. Although their Initial 
costa are low. 

How much this amounts to la * 
show by the fact that if one dollar's i 
worth of rubber is worn from a tire I 
In a given distance on the best roada. 
anywhere up to |50 worth may be I 
worn off on poor roads with rough I 
surfaces. 

Through observation of tire per¬ 
formance in tests covering six mil¬ 
lions of mMes annually, they have 
taken atepa that are minimising the 
destructive effects of bad roads 

In the development of the flet- 
tread construction much longer ser¬ 
vice Is possible from tire# than with 
the old round-tread type. Introduc¬ 
tion of this type has been one of the 
greatest steps to Increase tire mile¬ 
age In recent years 

There are two reasons for this, say 
the tire men By building tlrea to 
the shape they take on the road 
• under load the weight le more everty 
distributed, giving greeter wear 
And when tlrea are built rather than 
distorted to fit the road there Is less 
internal friction and leas heat, a de¬ 
structive combination. •• 

Tire costs are not the only one* to 
be charged against bad roads. Oaao- 
line costa are nearly fifty per cent 
higher on poor rosds then on good 
ones, and depreciation also Is much 
greater. 

All things considered, students of 
the road problem say. poor roads, 
through the additional expenses they 
entail, are a poor form of economy, 
and the saving In one’s pocket book 
will be sdded to the expenditure from 
the other. 

■ALLOON TIRE PRESSURES 

To keep balloon tlrea up to a cer¬ 
tain pressure, rather than to vary ■ 
them according to road and load con¬ 
ditions. Is analogous to trying to run 
through the Winter on a Summer 
carburetor adjustment. Owing to the 
tendency to Jiggle, a balloon tire 
should be Inflated to Ita maximum 
limit when driving over smooth pave¬ 
ments. as In the city. When travel¬ 
ing over rough roads, the minimum 
limit of pressure should be adopted

Make a point of cleaning It with 
light oil every time th# lubricating 
oil Is renewed. Put In about one 
quart of light oil and turn the engine 
over by hand, with th# petcocks open, 
a dozen t|rr.« or so. The light oil will 
loosen th# particle# of grease and 
have a tendency to drive out the dirt 
It la not advisable to run the engine 
while the Tight oil is ln the base. It 
mav do ho harm.

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Why Engine Oil Should Be Changed 
( Regularly 

. It might appear that it is a very wasteful idea to drain the oil out 
of the crank case every 600 to 800 miles. In reality it is one of the 
greatest economies you can effect for the upkeep of your car. 

If the oil station attendant tried to fill your crank case with an OU 
which had mixed with it gasoline, water and grit you would object 
very strongly, yet if, after you have been running for 600 miles or 
more, the oil that is left in your crank case contains quite a large 
proportion of gasoline and water. 

The importance of the cor veet I n b sl Ml ln n n t <h i a ngint rissoi ba 
overestimated. The quickest method to use in bringing your car to 
- an early visit to the junkyard is to simply fill up the crank case^ with 
fresh oil every time the level gets too low. The importance of keep¬ 
ing the engine supplied at all times with absolutely fresh oil »> n ot 
realized by a large proportion of drivers, so today I will give you a 
few facts about this that will prove to you that it is real economy to 
systematically drain off the old oil at least once every 800 miles during 
the warm weather.

How did the gasoline, water and dirt get into the oil in the crank 
case? The gasoline finds its way past the piston rings. On every 
induction stroke a certain amount of gasoline is drawn into each 
cylinder. All of this vapor is not burned during the explosion, but 
part of it clings to the cylinder walls and is scraped down into the 
crank case by the piston rings. If the rings are in good condition they 
will not allow as much gasoline past as they will when worn badly. 
Some drivers are rather proud of the fact that the engine in their car 
uses such a small quantity of oiL Instead of being proud of this fact 
it is really something to worry over for it proves that the oil is being 
heavily diluted with gasoline. If you drain off some of the old oil then 
apply the test given above you will quickly prove that what you^ think 
is oil contains a large quantity of gasoline and is doing serious injury 
to the bearings, cylinder walls, and pistons by not lubricating them 
properly. 

How doe* the water get into the crank ease? When an explosion 
takes place in a cylinder the exhaust gases, if analyzed would be found 
to contain carbon dioxide and water. You hkve probably noticed on 
a cold day a small globule of water dripping from the end of the 
muffler. This is part of the water formed when the explosion takes 
place in the cylinders. Most of this water vapor finds its way out 
I through the muffler, but part of it is drawn into the crank case where 
it mixes with the lubricating oil. 

Why is the oil so black and dirty looking after it has Keen used for 
l short time? -With every revolution of the crank shaft some oil is 
splashed all around the inside of the piston. W'hen the explosion takes 
place some of the oil on the under side of the piston is burned by the 
intense best of the explosion and a certain amount of carbon is formed. 
As the cylinders and bearings wear, a certain amount of metal is worn 
off which combines with the oil. A small amount of road dust enters 
through the breather pipe. In a surprisingly short space of time, the 
oil becomes contaminated with a considerable amount of dirt from the 
above causes, and if not removed from time to time, causes increasingly 
rapid wear on the bearings, cylinder wills and pistons. It has been 
proved time and again that the engine in a car which has the oil 
changed every 500 or 600 miles will travel at least twice the distance 
before an overhaul is necessary as will one in which the oil is rarely 
changed. 

W’hen you put the cost of a few gallons of oil against the cost of an 
engine overhaul it is easy to see where the economy comes in in 
changing the engine oil regularly.

Toronto. September 20—"I b«lleve thli election to be one of thi moat 
crucial in the history of Canada; crucial because the very unity of the 
country Is at stake." said Hon. Vincent Massey, when questioned as ta 
his reasons for accepting the Invitation of Premier King to become a 
member of the IJberal federal government. 

"We, as Canadians, have It in our power In the coming crisis to 
demonstrate our ability to view the national problems In terms of the 
national welfare, rather than In the light of sectional interest. If we 
fall the national structure will be weakened. I believe that the govern¬ 
ment of Mr. Mackenzie King has presented a programme which can 
be regarded as national In the fullest sense o^ the term." said Mr. 
Massey. 0 

HANDLE TARIFF SCIENTIFICALLY 

"The vexed question of the tariff is to be dealt with for the first 
time as an economic question to t>e subjected to continuous scientific 
Investigation. It will be approached In the interest of all and not In 
that of any single group. The tariff advisory board, composed as it 
will be of experienced officials on the one hand and carefully selected 
representatives of all Interested groups on the other, will be able to hold 
the balance fairly as between our Industries, their employees and the 
consuming public. 

ACTIVE IMMIGRATION POLICY 

“With respect to Immigration the government has provided for an 
active policy, having In mind the prime essentials; the acceptability of 
the newcomers and the ability of the country to absorb them. Recog¬ 
nition is made of the fine service done by the Canadian railways In 
l>eopllng new territory and the government in realising the value of this 
has arranged for still closer co-operation. 

"I believe the Liberal platform Is the only one on which men and 
women In every section of the Dominion can unite with sincerity and 
conviction.

The first time I saw Vincent Massey, just back from Oxford, 
he had the audacity to say that much as he liked the Savage Club 
in London, he like the Canadian Club of the Arts much better. 
For a youth of twenty-six, grandson of a noted industrial pro¬ 
tectionist, and supposed to have been smitten with Oxonianisni 
and Round Table Imperialism, that was rather a risky thing to 
say. But Massey has never lacked intellectual courage. 

The next time I saw the new minister without portfolio in the 
King Cabinet, was on a tour through Burwash Hall whose an¬ 
cestral beams and corridors and Oxford chairs he showed me 
with enthusiasm. E. J. Kylie, who died in khaki and of typhoid, 
was along with us that day; a close friend of Ma.-Ae.v, and a 
Roman Catholic. Example number two of the broad angle in this 
young Canadian who was born a Methodist. 

Afterwards I met Vincent Massey 
on many occaalona and under vary¬ 
ing circumstance*. During th* early 
part of the war wf used to see him 
In khaki, an an honorary colonel and 
chief Instructor in musketry; and It 
waa only u little while till ha waa 
down in Ottawa a* secretary of the 
war eommitte# helping the late H. J.

When Daly retired Massey took full 
charge of this phase of reconstruc¬ 
tion. And it was during the Daly 
regime that I came acrosa Massey 
at a cross-Canada convention of 
educationists in Ottawa, chairman of 
the meeting, the beardless young ad¬ 
ministrator ratechlzlng \enerable 
heads of universities and doing it a* 
though for two cent* he would award 
them marks on answer*. 

I don't mean that In this Massey 
displayed nny more audacity. lie 
w*s only taking hold of public ser¬ 
vice work by what horns ha could 
grab and doing It with might and 
main becaune he liked it, and be¬ 
cause he had trained himself to think 
clearly, to act quickly and wu at all 
times a perfect gentleman, which 
here and there a public service ex¬ 
pert occasionally Is not. In all hla 
abounding activities somewhat re¬ 
sembling those of the late Sir Ed¬ 
mund Walter at a riper age. Vincent 
Massey ha* never failed to deliver 
the best that was In him. with th# 
courtesy and as voir fa Ire of a gen¬ 
tleman. 

EXPLODES AN OLD THEORY 

They used to say that from shirt 
sleeves to shirt sleeves In business 
was on an average three generations; 
that the grandson of the man who 
founded the business usually squan¬ 
dered the money. The philosophy 
does not fit Massey, who la the presi¬ 
dent of an Industrial organisation 
many times greater than hla grand¬ 
father founded In Newcastle; Ont., 
where In Summer he goes to live on a 
farm and raises prise pigs. I have 
heard him talk about practical farm¬ 
ing an though ha had bean born to n 



pitchfork; but in a day's work on a 
farm he would be to himself a Joke. 
The main fact Is that as head of a 
great business that had Its roots in 
the farm he has carried on after his 
grandfather who used to drive oxen 
hauling sawloga. 

Hero comes the philosophy of 
wealth. Vincent Massey was born In 
luxury; In the old Massey home on 
Jarvis street, now an nrt gallery 
auction shop But from the start he 
wanted scholarship and he got It. He 
came back from Oxford to be dean 
of Burwash Hall, one of the first gifts 
from Massey millions to his alma 
mater He la still titular dean of 
the Hall and hla house at 71 Queen's 
Park Is still officially known as the 
deans house. For a time he was 
lecturer In modern history. Had he 
stayed with academics he might eas¬ 
ily have become president of a uni¬ 
versity. because he has the academic 
befit and because he la the kind of 
man that naturally becomes president, 
of anything in which he takes mem¬ 
bership. 

But |n the midst of his scsdemlc 
career came the building of Hart 
House by the Massey Foundation of 
which Vincent became the rhlef ad¬ 
ministrator. He knew the need* of 
the university, and he had his hands 
on tho money.. Who else could so 
well stand behind the architects of 
Hart House? Be sure that most of 
the distinctive virtues of that club¬ 
house have the stamp of Massey as 
well as of Bproatt and Rolph, its de¬ 
signers. Even the dedication motto 
on the foundation, the old English in¬ 
scription by Smyths Carter round the 
great dining room, the theatre, the 
faculty room, the music room—all 
these and many more, with all the 
pictures and other works of art, were 
given the person*! touch by the 
young man who had the brains, the 
time and the money to make the re¬ 
sult worth the spending.

In exploding the thrfe generation 
shirtsleeves theory Vincent Massey 
found himself carried out Of acad¬ 
emics into whst is called art. And 
It Is In phases of art. t>ealdes those 
of practical education that Massey 
has displayed inuq|| of hla real char¬ 
acter I used to wonder what might 
be the sensations of a young man 
with his hands on a lot of money 
ear-marked for educational philan¬ 
thropy. During the war and after¬ 
wards ! had many talks with Maaaey 
on such subjects. He was always 
sincere, genial and direct; always 
got the thing in question clearly in^ 
focus and went at It with guato. At 
on* time he )iad a fervent ambition 
to found a weekly Canadian maga¬ 
zine. The charter of the Massey 
Foundation ruled that out as a pos¬ 
sible moneymaker and not a philan¬ 
thropy. 

Ills activity In forms of art Is 
something to be emulated by many 
young men even without his wealth 
to buy what he wanta. In pictures. 
Massey has for yeara been a positive 
crank on Canadian artists, with a 
strong preference for the kind of dy¬ 
namic pictures created by such as 
the Group of Seven, In which it Just 
happens that lawren Harris, a 
grandson of the other founder of the 
Massey-Harris business. Is 
the moat daring and Imaginative 
paint era. More than any other Cana¬ 
dian artist's work, he much prefers 
that of the late Tom Thomson, sev¬ 
eral of w l)o*e bests ranvadsea he 
bought, some of them for Hart 
House. He ran sit In front of a 
windswept pine and a weird aky. by 
Thomson, and talk as though he 
himself would like to have painted it. 
A COLLECTOR OF PLAYS 

On one occasion, retiring from th* 
presidency of the Arts Club, which 
he liked so much better than th* 
Havage. he wrote a Pope's # Dunclad 
humoresque on the members thereof 
in much of the best style of those 
famous Restoration couplets. Again 
In the same club, he and Professor 
George Smith took part In a perfectly 
ridiculous pantomime In Imitation of 
a moving picture. 

This cyclic young man takes s 
keen personal Interest in plays, a 
small library of which he has. all 
carefully read. In th* plsya given st 
Hart House Theatre for the past six 
years, he has been actor, director, 
adviser, syndic and casual co-play- 
wrlghL He hse acted with distinction 
In 'severs! and has directed two or 
three, the most notable of which last 
season waa "Outward Bound." a 
spook play, by Button Van*. 

Music also took a fling at Vincent 
Massey. A few yeara ago he sat with 
the writer many an hour discussing 
plans for the then Chamber Music 
Society, of which h# became first 
president, and out of which grew the 
present Hart House quartette, whoee 
formal Introduction to the public was 
made by him In a concisely admir¬ 
able speech on chamber music. I 
don't think Vincent has yet wrftten 
a strlag quartette, but I do know 
that he has almost s musician's In¬ 
terest In the form of such music, and 
Is besides no mean Judge of virtuosity 
In Its performance. 

In the organisation of the New 
Symphony Orchestra, he waa One of 
the early workers, but of lata what 
mantle he wore at first seems to have 
fallen upon Col. Oooderham. But It 
always seemed fitting that th* 
grandeon of the man who built Maa¬ 
aey Hal) should have remained an 
active promoter in an orchestra de¬ 
signed to give cheap good music to 
many people. 

As s traveler Vincent Massey has 
had the privilege of combining busi¬ 
ness with pleasure. After his raturn 
from Europe s year ago as president 
of the Massey-Harris Company ha 
gave a very Instructive address to 
the Canadian Club here on European 
architecture. 

SPEECH-MAKING A HOBBY 

Making speeches Is one of Vincent's 
pleasant hobbles. He makes a good 
speech because he has remarkable 
analytical powers, a sense of humor 
and a good knowledge of suitable 
English. No doubt the Commons 
will hear hia maiden speech there 
with some curiosity, but members 
will find that he is master of what 
he prepares himself to say. whatever 
be has yet to acquire by way of par¬ 
liamentary repartee, which usually 
comes to a man on the hustings 
where as yet Vincent has never been.

WHILE FINS ENJOY 
DETTERJECEPTION 

Super-power Broadcasting 
Stations Cause Fears of 
Quality Depreciation 

In a recent talk before the Con¬ 
necticut section of the A.I.E E, Prof. 
W. J. .Williams of Rensselaer Poly¬ 
technic Institute, said that power 
levels of. broadcasting stations 
should remain Juat where they are. 
He maintained that any increase of 
power over 600 watta waa unneces¬ 
sary. "I object to raising the power 
level of broadcasting stations," says 
Prof. Williams, "for the same reason 1 
that I object to Increasing the time 
assignments of existing broadcasting 
stations and the addition of new { 
broadcasting stations All these 
changes Increase the amount of In¬ 
terference experienced by radio Us- I 
tenera." In th* Radio Broadcast j 
Magazine for October. Carl I>reher. I 
noted radio engineer, undertakes to \ 
answer Professor Williams. 

"By increasing trasmltter power." i 
aaya Mr. Dreher. "w* can propor¬ 
tionately reduce amplification at the I 
receiver, thereby riding over dis¬ 
turbances without any increaae in 
station Interference whatsoever. I 
Professor Williams, who la not a 
radio engineer, and whose talk, to 
which I take exception, waa not de¬ 
livered before an audience of radio 
engineers, persists in dragging all 
aorta of bogeys Into the field which 
It has pleased him to invade at this 
late date." 

The Reneselaer professor claims 
that the use of super power will 
make It extremely difficult to de¬ 
sign and construct receiving equip¬ 
ment which can be operated by the 
average radld listener with equally 
good results over the whole Intensity 
range. * Th* n*arby stations have an 
Intensity which Is too high to be re¬ 
ceived without distortion." main¬ 
tains the professor. 

Mr. Dreher replies that "Professor 
Williams has apparently never heard 
of an effective volume control on a 
receiving aet, for he repeats his en¬ 
tirely erroneous notion that It la not 
feasible to design receiving equip¬ 
ment capable of distortionless recep¬ 
tion from powerffUiy nearby stations 
as well aa distance work. Huch a 
sensitivity control costa about 20 
cents, and there are almost as many 
ways of doing therthlng. Ills atti¬ 
tude toward radio nolae Is appar¬ 
ently quit* fatalistic as In hia Hart¬ 
ford address, where he declared that 
the radio qr*- In Its Infancy, 

must be expected to be nolay! 

"This Is ltke> saying that there la 
no reason why men should wear 
belts or suspenders, for they can 
held up their trousers with their 
hands. He compares distance recep¬ 
tion to placing a symphony orches¬ 
tra In a boiler ahop. and says that 
It la a very foolish thing to do. 
There we agree. But It Is not half 
as foolish as continuing to suffer 
nolay reception, even at some times 
and places, when means are at hand 
to overcome these disturbances.** 

In reply to th# professor's conten¬ 
tion that beat results are obtained 
by linking up several 600-Aatt sta¬ 
tions when a programme off Interna¬ 
tional importance is being broad¬ 
cast—thle la preference to employ¬ 
ing Juat one super power trans¬ 
mitter. Mr. Dreher says. 

"We know the advantage* and dis¬ 
advantages of wire lines, and use 
them whenever It le expedient and 
we have the money to pay for the 
lease. But if all the 600-watt sta¬ 
tions In the country—to name the 
power which has become Professor 
Williams' fetish—war# to be linked 
up by wire line#, there would still 
he vast area# unprovided with pro¬ 
gramme service, and every time a 
lightning storm cam* up (static has 
remarkably little respect for 600 
. watts In the antenna) all the listen- 
I era who lived more than a mile from 
one of those stations would encoun¬ 
ter a certain amount of unnecessary 
interference.

“1. That the mayor and a majority 
of the aldermen of the City of Vic¬ 
toria entered Into an agreement with 
the Esquimau Waterworks Company 
sesklng to bind the Municipality of 
Victoria to pay 91.460.000 for th4 said 
Esq'uimalt Waterworks system, and 
grant a special privilege to a certain 
corporate body without first Intro¬ 
ducing a by-law Into the council or 
submitting such transaction to the 
ratepayers for their approval, not¬ 
withstanding that the City of Vic¬ 
toria spent over 92.690.094 In acquir¬ 
ing the Books Lake Waterworks 
system which provides a water 
supply far In excess of the City's 
present requirements and sufficient 
for a population of at least 200,000 
people.

If 
desired, fifty million gallons of water 
per day at the rate of six cents, per 
1.000 gallons, which la more than suf¬ 
ficient to supply an lncr ea aed popu¬ 
lation of 60.040 people with 104 
gallons per day. and that th* effect 
of the proposed legislation here ob¬ 
jected to. Is to relieve the said com¬ 
pany of euch obligation and deprive 
the cltisena of Victoria of that valua¬ 
ble right, and no offset, or credit, le 
being given In the negotiations, for 
the said extremely valuable right. 

“2. Tour petitions says that the 
principle here contended for by your 
petitioners, vis.: that no municipal¬

The preparatory section gives 
youngsters, ten and eleven years of 
age. an introduction into the life 
of the association. They gather 
each Saturday morning for a lively 
hour in the gymnasium, after which 
they adjourn to the swimming tank, 
to learn to swim under the most 
capable supervision Hikes and 
socials feature their season. 

I be junior and intermediate 
school divisions meet separateV for 
graduated gym work, and swim

Tbe Winter activities are carried 
out under the personal direction of 
the physical director and boys' 
work secretary. They are assisted 
by the leaders' corps, a group of 
well-trained lads. This squad is 
picked just after the start of the 
Winter session and keen competi¬ 
tion exists between the boys, who 
are all anxious to form part of this 
corps. 


"Every member s swimmer" is 
the byword of tbe "Y," and each 
year many lake advantage of the 
courses of instruction, which are as 
thorough and successful as they 
are popular. For school boys 
special swimming classes are held 
every Saturday morning between 
the hours of 11 and 12. Any 
working lads who desire instruction 
meet on Saturday evening at 7.30. 
It is hoped that this year, as last, 
it may be the privilege of the asso¬ 
ciation to spread the knowledge 
of swimming further in the com¬ 


munity.

A boy goes from one phase of tbe 
work to another in a logical order 
and is at all tunes under careful 
observation. 

The boys are divided on the 
gymnasium floor, into squads, ac¬ 
cording to their proficiency, each 
one under a member of the Junior 
Leaders’ Corps who puts them 
through their exercises. The boys 
are promoted tp higher squads as 
they show reasonable improvement 
and are capable of tackling harder 
work. 

Group games have a hig place 
in the gym programme. Compe¬ 
tition is always keen between the 
various squads.

Basketball and indoor soccer 
are also popular and after each 
regular class two of the gang will 
"chooae-up" the "Reds" and the 
"Blues," the physical director be¬ 
ing voted the popular referee. 
These games are just played "for 
fun" that one objective being cer¬ 
tainly reached. After the basket¬ 
ball or soccer. ' some of the 
"tougher" members try their hand 
at boxing or go out for a short 
run. This is followed Jby half 
an hour in the spacious lank and 
under the cooling showers. There 
is a place in the "Y" gym classes 
for any boy who wants to mil in 
with a clean, happy-hearted bunch 
of youngsters. 

The "Y" boy believes that to 
play hard, to play clean, and to 
be a good loser, always giving 
Aedlt due to one's opponent is 
much more important than the mere 
winning of a contest. Unselfish 
team play developed through 
games, is the beginning of that 
finer object that is so much needed 
in opr social end public life of 
to-day—co-operation. The boys 
learn by experience that it ia much 
batter to work together than in¬ 
dividually. 

LEADERS' CORPS 

Assisting the instructors in carry¬ 
ing out the graded programme of 
physical activities on the floor, is 
a group of specially framed young¬ 
sters who show particular interest 
in certain gymnastics. These boys 
act as squad leaders and put 
groups through their paces under 
the general direction of the physi¬ 
cal director. As well as supply¬ 
ing leadership on the floor, these 
boys are responsible as leaders 
throughout all phases of the asso¬ 
ciation's work. It is a distinct 
honor and no small responsibility 
to be m the selected service or¬ 
ganization. Each, division of tha 


The boys' division is also in¬ 
terested in the efforts of the Na¬ 
tional Council to maintain boys’ 
work secretaries m India. One 
hundred dollars has been raised by 
the youngsters themselves each 
year. 

BOYS' DIVISION 

The Victoria association is an 
organization into which a boy may 
come and have companionship 
with real fellows of his own age in 
clean and attractive surroundings. 
In the varied features of the pro¬ 
gramme he will fmd something to 
interest him ia hu spare time, some¬ 
thing which will prove useful to 
him in the building up of a four¬ 
square personality. It is not in¬ 
tended that a boy should cover 
every feature of the programme 
but that he should choose those that 
will be of the greatest help to him. 

The task of the association is to 
train boys in better and more useful 
citizenship, which is accomplished 
by careful coaching of the in¬ 
dividual, according lo the ideal ex¬ 
pressed ia Luke: “Jesus increased 
in wisdom and staute and in 
favor with God and man." that is 
intellectually, physically, spiritu¬ 
ally and socially. 

For the furthering of his mental 
development the boy is advised as 
to hu school relationships, or. in 
(he case of the working boy. is 
guided into channels of study. 
^Debates, oratory, group discussions, 
and in many other ways, hu mental 
facilities are helped. A well- 
equipped gymnasium, swimming 
pool, with trained leadership in a 
varied and physical programme 
help the boy lo strengthen his 
muscle and steady his courage for 
more severe tests. “Y" boys are 
encouraged in church and Sunday 
school; they study the Bible ia 
small, congenial groups under elder 
and thoughtful leaders. 

As well as the usual weekly 
schedule of events, the boys look 
forward throughout the year to 
special features, such at the "open 
houses." when their non-member 
guests are especially welcomed; 
swimming galas, of which it is ex¬ 
pected there will be three this 
coming Winter; athletics and 
leagues: talks by the boys them¬ 
selves, and also by invited adult 
guasts. oa various subjects of inter¬ 
est and real use; stunt night, when 
the amateur theatrical producers

THE MIQBATIONS OF PLANT* . 

It would, however, be a mistake to 
think that Nature s balance is really 
stationary and fixed. There are 
among plants migrations that closely 
parallel the great movements of the 
human race. In Northern Europe the 
forests of birch have given way to 
the Invading forces of the beech. Here 
on Vancouver Island can be traced 
a similar progress snd extension <*f 
coniferous trees. Ths Scrub or 
I.odge-pole Pine hastens to occupy 
the vacant places of the flre-ewept 
forest. The Douglas Fir has been 
steadily encroaching upon the oak- 
clsd ridges and lowlands within the 
past century. The Western White 
Pine, a mountain speclea. Is gradu¬ 
ally working Ita way downward to 
sea-level. With the extension of 
forest-clearInge by axe and flra the 
Oreat Willow Herb or Fire-weed 
spreads Its silky seeds further and 
further afield and clothes the ragged 
spaces with Its rosy mantle. On the 
the other hand aome plants have be¬ 
come restricted; at least they occupy j 
new and narrow environments In 
default of the wldsr old. The lovely 
halrbell. ths bluebell of Scotland, 
which droops Its delicate flowers 
across Northern Asia. Europe snd 
America, often in luxuriant abund¬ 
ance. la with us on this Island re¬ 
stricted to damp cliffs and beds of 
rocky streams.

Twenty men round a 
table can all converse, they can feel 
themselves ln actual personal contact 
with on# another.

You get eight or six men together 
snd you can really exchange Ideas.

In this, however, 
lies Its greatest charm to others, ths 
significance of T. E. Brown’s lines:

Fossil plants, especially of more re¬ 
cent geological periods are very in¬ 
teresting from th* light they throw 
on pleat distribution and climatic 
changes. Th* Eocene or early Ter¬ 
tiary rocks of Greenland contain 
several speclea of Sequoia, the char¬ 
acteristic California conifer and of 
Oingko. a tree of Japan, besides 
Magnolia. Haxsl. elder, poplar, 
beech, pleas end other deciduous 
trees er* found In th* rocks of Spits¬ 
bergen. Around the fossil trees of 
the Arctic circle twine the vines end 
j Ivy of those days when a mild end 
I equable climate surrounded the pole. 


ture. Most of them like at least a 
partial shade end ere found at their 
best under such a condition. When 
the woods are cleared away and the 
fall blase of sunshine pours down 
upon them -they ere apt to be 
dwarfed In else end paler in color. 
Where, however, they are prevlded 
with a plentiful supply of water as 
under the drip of an overhanging 
cliff or by a stream's edge the sun¬ 
shine works no 111 to them. In the 
exposed places along the coast where 
th* wind blows up th* StraJta as 
through a funnel, eelal and the black 
twlnbrrry reach their maximum 
density as thicket shrubs. Exceeded 
elsewhere In height they er* eub-^ 
jected by Nature to such a pruning 
by th# gale that they form an el* 
most impassible barrier. Along our 
beeches where there exists a suffi¬ 
cient width between the high-tide 
mark and the bank, another equally 
definite If smaller assemblage may 
be found. These are th* plants 
which live In th* spray of the storm 
end receive from the ocean aome 
portion of its salt. They possess 
fleshy leaves like desert plants, often 
glaucous or bluish-green from the 
presence of s fine bloom. Some like 
the abronia have conspicuous flow¬ 
ers. others like glaaawort have a 
scarcely perceptible inflorescence. 
The association of the common but¬ 
tercup and th* cjunas le familiar In 
the open glades, snd of the pink 
ffiage-up... th* purple stsyrlnchlum. 
snd ths entire-leafed saxifrage on 
the grassy patches of th* recks and 
bills. It would be easy to mutiply 
Instances either at one season or In 
ths seasonal procession. Nature en¬ 
closes her garden plots with barrier 
such aa soil depth, soil variety, eleva¬ 
tion. shade, water conditions and so 
on. both on the small seals and ths 
large. Her methods differ from ours 
as her ideals do not cel ne Ids. She 
orders the plant’s growth aa well as 
Its surroundings. By environment 
eh# acts selectively; by her large and 
liberal productiveness she acta ex¬ 
perimentally. The result la not al¬ 
ways In harmony with our notions of 
either use or beauty. When a deeper 
search le mad* we get glimpses of 
her pufpeeivenese and begin te per¬ 
ceive that ber Ideals ar# dim end 
uncertain to us because of the mag¬ 
nitude of tha scald to which they

FOSSIL PLANT REMAINS 
Plants are not eo frequently met 
with ln a fossilised 'condition as 
animals owing to their softer pans 
and to their place of growth being 
so often distant from bodies of water 
where they may become burled be¬ 
fore their decay has proceeded too 
far. But #f course our coal bed# 
eonslet of fossil plants or rather plant 
accumulation la which all Indlvidu^' 
form has been lost. Qlherally It la 
In the associated shales that w* look 
for unmistakable remains. How 
clear and distinct these may be can 
be seen from th* fin* specimen of 
a fossil fern which has been on ex¬ 
hibition ln the window of Messrs. 
Kirk A Co.’* office for some time 
peat. This fern grew thousands of 
thousands of years ^go, In the days 
when the chalk cliffs of England 
were still accumulating at the bot¬ 
tom of the sea. Of later growth are 
the fossil logs and fragments of 
wood found near ths mouth of Muir 
Creek, end the leaves of trees from 
the same district. Like the fossil 
fern they ere black from the car¬ 
bonaceous matter they contain, so 
that their appearance la greatly al¬ 
tered. but the wood preserves the 
bore-holes of the teredoes which were 
as plentiful then aa now. In the 
Interior of the oeptlnent foaatl trees 
ar* often found which have become 
completely elltcltied and are as bard 
as flint. This result has been ef¬ 
fected by water containing silica ln 
solution, and It la rsmarkabl* that 
the allien has as gradually but aurely 
don* Its work that while not a par¬ 
ticle* of the original wood remains 
the structure is perfectly preserved. 
The cellular structure, th* aanual 
rings, the medullary rays and seen 
at times tha delicate spiral vessels, 
are all thera but changed Into the 
practically Imperishable silica. Ths 
mineral la generally In the form of 
chalcedony, the material of the 
agates wa pick up on the beach, 
but It Is also found aa opal. Both are 
farms of colloidal or non-crystalline 
silica, ln the Muir Creek foaMl wood 
a black short la mot with, some 
times known as "woodstooe" The 
chalcedony sometimes taken on the 
Outalde of the wood ea appearance 
which reminds one of particles of 
bolted sago aad which is due to a 
peculiar combination of small round¬ 
ed masses representing different 
centres of accumulation.

WHAT A FOSSIL IS 
I am so frequently ashed questions 
about fossils and their nature that 
It seems worth while to devote a lit¬ 
tle time to thee* remains of th* pre¬ 
decessors of the forms of life which 
er* now found on the globe. I eay 
"predecessors'" rather then "ances¬ 
tors" because many fossil animals 
and plants are identical with spe¬ 
cies now living. This is chiefly true 
of those which ere found in the 
younger rocks. From the geological 
point of view "rock" Is any mineral 
aggregate la a solid condition con. 
stltutlng part of ths earth’s crust. 
Loose material such as sand or clay 
Is equally "rock" with graalte or 
limestone. Strictly speaking ice 
would thus be reckoned aa a rock, 
and In one of the claasto works on 
lithology It la eo treated under the 
heading of "mineral rocks." that le.

NATURE At GARDENER 

"All ths world's a garden" one 
might say. after Shakespeare's 
mods); for there are few places 
where Nature's planting has not 
been done. The Arctic snows are 
reddened by the growth of a mic¬ 
roscopic sIga, Sphaerale nivalis; the 
undersea continental borders are 
carpeted with minute and gigantic 
members of ths same division. The 
earth bears a remarkable variety of 
plants, ths known species being well 
over a hundred thousand, of which 
the Composite family Is responsible 
for aome twelve thousand species 
alone. A striking characteristic of 
this rich abundance of Ilfs la Ita 
grouping, for plants by no means 
grow as haphsssrdly as a casual ob¬ 
server might Imagine. Not only are 
there the greet geographical divi¬ 
sions and cllmatlo barriers to be 
considered, but In a locality a few 
miles square the associations of 
plants In reference to soil, humidity, 
light, elevation, etc., can be equally 
well made out. Whatever other fac¬ 
tors may enter Into the evolution of 
speclea, certainly ln the ordering of 
Nature’s garden her selective pro¬ 
cess la clear. Adaptability la the 
only passport to a particular corner. 
Further. It is Interesting to note the 
balance which exists In a given lo¬ 
cality. Visit year after year a wild 
meadow, a swamp, or a cliff aid#, and 
notice how the various plants retain 
thslr respective proportions in the

expedition to Mount Everest was told 
for the Erst time in this country to 


a sliding wooden panel door. The 
Hindoo slides these up and discloses 
stout iron bars. 

And behind each sat of bars there 
glare out at us savage, phosphor¬ 
escent. green eyes. In a minute the 
whole place resounds with wild 
roars, snarls. cat-like sputting hisses. 
For each of these boxes contains a 
royal Bengal tiger. 

These are not the bored animals 
you- see in a soo that have become 
used to captivity and lo being stared 
at all day by crowds of humans. 
Three weeks ago these tigers were 
prowling their natlvq Jungles in India. 

They are "fresh" all right. So 
fresh that they show a great will¬ 
ingness to get out and make hash of 
you. 

Over there In another corner are 
some other boxes about three feet 
wide, long and high. Each contains 
an eighteen-foot python. They, too, 
have Just come from India. They 
were shipped in stout lags. 

And when It came to transferring 
them from bag to box It took about i 
eight men to handle ths creatures. 
They too are unlike the apathetic 
specimens one sees behind * glass 
panes In soos. 

Stoop down and look at ons of them 
through the close mesh of wtrs. You 
see a head as big as your hand. And 
In that head are & pair of cold, ven- 
emoua eyes gWrlng at you.

Standards are re t/ 
telling used In tblo. way because 
their heeds will etand out above 
most of the other plants. It Is a 
mistake to think that roses will not 
do ere 11 with other plants. The feat 
Is. they like It. It is true that If 
one wants very large Individual 
blooms one must grow roses by 
themselves end cut them beck to 
stumps in the early Spring, but as 
are speaking now of roses growing 
In a more natural way. Suitable 
roses for this purpose are Frau Karl 
Druechkl, quite th« best whits rose 
In cultivation, Hugh Dickson, a 
splendid red. and Pharlsaeer, blush. 

Don’t forget or despise the old oab- 
bags rose of our grandmothers* 
gardens, If you can get one, because 
for sweetness there la nothing among 
the new Introductions to touch It- At 
least that la the writer's opinion. 

ROBES ON ARCHES 

For an arch no better rose can he 
found than Zeyhprine Drouhin. which 
has almost thornless stems and pink 
flowers which It produces twice In 
each year. Other old-fashioned roves 
which are still In cultivation are 
the York end Lancaster, red and 
white, the Austrian Copper and the 
Austrian yellow. 

For a high hedge or as a eeml- 
cllmber Conrad F. Meyer la a very 
good subject and the sweet briers 
and their hybrids ere also suitable 
for tbs same purpose. 

Get some of the old fashioned 
China rosea. They are easy to grow, 
need very little attention and gtvg 
a wealth of bloom over a long period. 

The above notes are only supposed 
to cover easily-grown roses that may 
be left at liberty. It is not suggested 
thst people should not go In for the 
newer dwarf rosee and grow them, 
but It must be remembered that the 
latter require a good deal of work 
tnd knowledge to be grown success¬ 
fully. The roses mentioned are 
everybody's flowers. 


It is time now to select tho roar* which yon propose to plant 
this Fall. It is well to give this subject tome careful conaideration 
because the situation in which they are to be tfrown, the «ize of 
the garden and the space to be devoted to them are all points 
whieh have a bearing upon the choice of the varieties, to be pur¬ 
chased. 

Roses may be grown in ao many different ways that one must 
stop to consider whether one wants a formal rose bed, and then 
whether the roses are to he dwarfs or standards, or both; or if 
one wants the free-growing climb ing roses. _ 

Of late years there hoe been u 
tendency to grow climbing roees at 
liberty, as it is cajled. that is to let 
them ramble as they sec fit only 
cutting out some of *the old wood a* 
needed and training them In such a 
way that they are kept within bounds. 

The free growing Wichurlna class 
and some other hybrids lend them¬ 
selves splendidly to this fhanner of 
growth because they must be left 
alone to show their true character. 

For the gardener who wants a 
rose to grow at liberty and one 
that will do well even In poor soil 
let me recommend Alberlc Barbler. 

It is evergreen, except In a very bad 
Winter; it has beautifully glossy 
foliage which resists mildew and the 
attacks of Insects. It bears any 
quantity of small deep yellow buds, 
of perfect form, which later open into 
alfnost white flowers, very lasting In 
themselves and In their duration on 
the tree. Thla ros« is almost always 
a success All It ask* la something 
to grow in. It will climb a wall or 
a tree and will be one of the longest 
blooming subjects In the garden. 

CUMBERS SUGGESTED 

Other good climbers for thla class 
of work are Doctor Van Fleet, pale 
pink with large flowers; American 
PUlar. daep single pink flowers; 

Cant's Blush Rambler, apple blos¬ 
som pink, single In clustara. an 1 
Paul'a 8carlet Climber, deep red. 

Dorothy Perklna and Crimson Ram¬ 
bler seem to be very subject to mil¬ 
dew on this coast, although they are 
both very beautiful In themselves. 

Growing roses et liberty in con¬ 
junction with clematis la quite “the 
rage” In England Just now. The cle¬ 
matis Is quit* at home growing up 
among the roes branches and seems 
happier then when alone. The beauty 
of both plants la enhanced by the as¬ 
sociation. 

It Is well known by those who have 
tried to grow clematis that the plant 
often dies during the first year ot 
planting. Some authorities say that 
thla la due to grafting, others ascribe 
It to sunstroke, while. there are 
others who assert that It la one of 
the undiscovered mysteries of gar¬ 
dening. Aa a matter of fact, clematis 
does give trouble while being eptab- 
Hshed even when on ita own roots, 
but never lass than when grown in 
the same hole with a rose. A more 
beautiful sight can hardly be 
Imagined than a Paul's scarlet 
climber threaded through and 
through with a Urge floweripg lilac 
clematis.

It very soon took the place 
of water-power In a few place*, but 
In other places the owner* were alow 
in trying it.* Forty c. fifty year* 
paaned before It came Into general 
uee. By that time Watt had been 
dead many year*. —; 

A "HOR8ELES8 WAGON” 

While Watt was putting hi* steam- 
engine Into good ahape, other men 
were working on the Idea of making 
*te«m*njn carriage* and wagon*. It 
Is said that a student at Hla ago w 
was the first to suggest the Idea and 
thkt he told It to Watt. The Utter, 
however, had hi* mind on the better 
making of steam-engines, and did 
not wish to change his work.

“The people of the Old Country In 
the days before the war broke up the 
old order and created ruthless condi¬ 
tions. were better off on much small¬ 
er wages,' the Counteee says. “In 
those days and under those condi¬ 
tions t^ey met their family responsi¬ 
bilities squarely and were infinitely 
happier, whereas npw the Increased 
money la largely wasted.**
